The present period 
tionary change in the 
economic and social structure of 
society calls for a renewed dedica- 
tion to the inter-American ideals 
of independence, political liberty 
and economic and cultural prog- 
ress, and for a reaffirmation of 
the faith of the American nations 
in their capacity to proceed dy- 
namically toward the realization 
of those high ideals. 

The ministers are confident that 
their exchange of views and in- 
formal conversations will have 
fruitful results. They agree to 
recommend that their govern- 
ments instruct their representa- 
tives on the Council of the Orga- 
nization of American States to 
consider the desirability of hold- 
ing more frequently similar infor- 
mal meetings of foreign ministers 
and other high-ranking govern- 
ment representatives. 


Intensified Action Urged 

The ministers are of the opin- 
ion that, in keeping with the as- 
pirations and needs of the peoples 
of America expressed on numer- 
ous occasions, action to promote 
the greatest possible economic de- 
velopment of the continent must 
be intensified. They are certain 
that a harmonious and carefully 
planned joint effort to that end 
will contribute enormously to 
strengthening the solidarity of the 





hemisphere and to the well-being 
of all Americans. 

The foreign are 
deeply gratified at the affirmation 
made by President Eisenhower, 
that the Government of the 
United States is prepared to lend 
its full cooperation in achieving 
concrete results in the common ef-

Successful Meeting 


The conference of the twenty-one hemispheric foreign min- 
isters in Washington on Tuesday and Wednesday was a suc- 
cess. 

. the emphasis at the conference was on setting up an 
inter-American developmeni fund, encouraging regional com- 
mon markets and finding urgent solutions for “the problems 
of basic products.” The first break in American policy on 
commodity stabilization came with our participation in the 
effort to get an international agreement on coffee. This shapes 
up more and more as a fundamental and historic turning 
point in American policy. 

A more intangible but also important gain was in the field 
of psychological improvement, in the evidence that United 
States neglect of Latin-American affairs is being repaired, and 
that we as well as our hemispheric neighbors can profit by 
more meetings of this sort. The well-proved skill of Secretary 
Dulles in presenting the United States case over conference 
tables again worked its magic. President Eisenhower also made 
a statement that was warmly welcomed, so much so that it 
was incorporated in the meeting’s communique. The gist was 
that the United States Government “considers that peace, 
prosperity and security are in the end indivisible.” It was 
doubtless an oversight that the equally important and indivis- 
ible quality of freedom was not mentioned by the President, 
but there was a reference in the communiqué to the “ideal 
of political liberty.”
